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SEED  AJIALISES  REPORT  --  1945 


The  value  of  seed  inspection  to  farmers  and  seedsmen  of  the  State  may  be 
summarized  as  follOKs: 

The  farmers  are  informed  as  to  the  quality  of  seeds  offered  for  sale; 
and  are  protected  against  dishonest  seedsmen. 

The  farmers  secure  seeds  higher  in  purity  and  viability  uhlch  enables 
them  to  srovi  better  crops  and  to  realize  greater  financial  returns. 

Seed  inspection  prevents  the  sale  of  seed  containing  an  excessive 
amoui.    of  T.eed  seeds  as  well  as  the  seeds  of  noxious  weeds. 

It  protects  the  honest  seed  dealer  against  the  dishonest  dealer  who 
would  othervdse  sell  low  quality  seed. 

The  inspection  service  is  not  able  to  protect  farmers  buying  seeds 
from  seed  dealers  outside  i.he  Slate.    The  Seed  Act  applies  only  to  seeds  offered 
for  sale  T/ithln  the  Commoi  ->alth. 

VISITATIONS  BY  REPRESEMTATIVEE  OF  TBE  DEPABTHENT 

It  is  the-  custom  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  its  agents  visit 
each  seedsman  at  least  once  a  year.    If  the  seed  is  properly  tagged  at  all 
times,  the  seedsmen  will  always  be  ready  for  the  agent. 

The  sale  of  seed  in  a  lot  represented  by  the  sample  examined  and  found  to 
be  below  the  standards  set  up  by  law  may  be  stopped,  and  penalties  of  the  laa 
imposed  upon  the  seedsmen. 

COOPERATION  OF  SEEDSU£N  GRATIFYING 

It  is  grctifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  most  of  the  wholesale  and  retail 
£eeds!=-n  are  cooperating  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Seed  La^.  The 
result  is  that  the  farmers  are  receiving  a  better  grade  of  seed  than  ever  before. 
There  are  still  some  farmers  «ho  are  influenced  by  price  instead  of  quality,  and 
there  are  a  feri  seedsmen  v.ho  handle  poor  grades  of  seed. 

During  the  year  1345  the  Seed  Laboratory  examined  1,5£0  samples  of  seed. 
Included  in  this  lot  ^ere  samples  collected  by  the  seed  agents,  those  received 
from  seed  dealers  and  farmers  in  the  State,  those  representing  a  part  of  the  seed 
certification  activities  of  this  Bureau,  and  some  from  other  State  agencies. 

The  following  tables  give  a  general  summary  of  the  seed  worlc  for  the  year 
1945.     inspection  samples  are  listed  in  Tables  I,  II  and  III.     Table  IV  lists  the 
number,  kind  and  average  quality  of  seed  samples  analyzed  and  tested  for  farmers 
and  seedsmen.     Included  In  this  list  are  many  samples  of  home-gro*n  seed,  the 
purity  of  which  is  lowered  materially  by  the  r.igh  content  of  inert  matter  and  weed 
seeds.     Table  V  includes  the  number,  kinds  and  varieties  of  seed  samples  analyzed 
and  tested  for  State  Certification.     Table  VI  summarizes  the  results  of  tests  made 
of  samples  of  agricultural  seed  during  a  five  year  period  with  the  object  of  es- 
tablishing standards  of  quality. 

THE  SEED  LAW 

The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law  requires  that  all  farm  seeds  sold,  offered  or 
exposed  for  sale  in  quantities  of  ten  pounds  or  more,  must  be  ^Egged.    The  tag 
must  shoT,  the-  Durity  analyses  and  the  percentage  of  germination  with  the  date 
when  the  germination  test  was  made.     The  seeossan  may  deliver  the  tag  to  t^e 
purchaser,  or  tag  the  bag  or  container  In  which  the  seeds  are  exposed  or  offered 
for  sale.     It  is  the  duty  of  the  seedsman  who  displays  or  offers  the  seed  for 
sale,  to  make  sure  that  the  tag  is  attached  to  the  bag  or  container  Id  a  con- 
spicuous place  where  the  purchaser  may  see  it.
